HOSPITAL BOARD 
WILL RE-STUDY 
BIDS FOR WING 


Directors of the Annie M. Warner 
Hospital referred five bids for con­ 
struction of a 45 x 26 foot addition 
to the main hospital building back 
to Its building committee when quo­ 
tations for the new structure were 
found to be considerably In excess 
of the original estimates. The com­ 
mittee will re-study the specifica­ 
tions in an endeavor to reduce the 
costs which may be occasioned by 
effect of the steel strike and ac­ 
companying shortage of other m a­ 
terials. 
Five contractors presented bids for 
the extension at the northw’est cor­ 
ner of the building which will be 
devoted entirely to the X-ray de­ 
partment. The specifications provide 
also for remodeling of the areas 
now being used as the men s ward 
to provide an additional dispensary. 
toilet facilities for the X-ray and 
dispensary departments (which are 
now totally lacking), adequate wait­ 
ing rooms and co-ordinated office 
space. 
Purchase New X-ray 
The new structure, besides per­ 
mitting uninterrupted operation of 
the X-ray f ac ilities of the hospital, 
will also provide necessary additions 
in the form of additional equip­ 
ment, dark rooms and multiple ap­ 
paratus. An additional X-rav has 
been contracted for at a cost in ex­ 
cess of $23,000. 
The 
program, 
when 
completed, 
will solve the two most pressing 
problems at the local hospital, ade­ 
quate 
space for vastly expanded 
X-ray service and a second dis­ 
pensary’ so necessary in the care of 
accident and emergency cases. 
It marks the second phase of the 
overall program of the hospital and 
it is to meet these pressing needs 
that the new wing was built in which 
to transfer the 32 ward patients 
who have occupied the overcrowded 
and obsolete wards in the original 
building. 
Revise Specification* 
The new’ wing, now entering the 
stage of final completion, will be 
opened on or before August 15. 
Directors had hoped th a t it would 
be possible to get the X-ray struc­ 
ture underway immediately so that 
it will be completed and the re­ 
modeling of the vacated areas ac­ 
complished 
with 
the 
next 
few 
] months. The specifications call for 
completion of the w’ork in 60 work­ 
ing days. 
John A. Hauser, Biglerville, chair­ 
man of the new building commit­ 
tee. said his committee will begin 
their studies immediately and will 
endeavor to have revised specifica- 
I tions and bids in the shortest pos- 
I sible time. 
With the nearing of the opening 
day of the new wung. hospital offi­ 
cials are directing their attention 
to raising the money to build the 
second wing which is intended to 
permit removal of all patients from 
the original building and provide 
additional patient rooms that are 
pressingly needed.
